THE DEAD IN THE TUNNEL. 


Obstilcles in the Way of Recovering the 
Bodies ofthe Victims. 


New YORK, August 2.—The cofferdam at 
the shaft of the Hudson River Tunnel to re- 
cover the bodies of the men buried beneath 
the fallen roof of the connecting chamber has 
proved unsuccessful, It was found that after 
the dam had been excavated to the depth of 
about fifteen feet the water rose in the enclos- 
ure and entered in such a volume that a rotary 
pump and syphon were found inadequate to 


carry it away. At first it was supposed the 


water came froma sewer in the vicinity, but 
when the tide came inthe bottom of the 
dam became again flooded. The plan of 
sinking a caisson inthe dam and forcing up 
the earth and water by compressed air is sug- 
gested.

Policemen 
have been stationed atthe end of Downing 
street from an early hour, and in accordance 
with instructions from the Premier’s medica] 
advisers no vehicles are allowed to pass the 
house. 

Mrs. Gladstone writes from Downing street 
as follows: “Sir William Jenner (physician 
to the Queen) has been summoned and will 
be here at 3 p. m.“ Until then no fresh re- 
port of Gladstone's condition can be given.

HANCOCK’S BATTLE-FLAGsS. 


Some of the Curiosites in the Govern- 
or’s Island Museum. 
From tbe New York Star. | 

Among the visitors received by Gen. Han- 
cock yesterday were ex Gov. Andrew Cur- 
tin, of Pennsylvania, Congressman Hlis, of 
Lauisiana, Judge Lawrence, of Georgia, W. 
PY Mitchell and P. Mealey, of New Orleans. 
The General came to the city on the 1:30 boat, 
accompanied by Col. Mitchell and Capt, 
Wharton. Gov. Curtin came down to the 
landing with the General, and remained in 
conversation with him during the brief sail 
over. The General returned late in the 
afternoon. During his absence a Star re- 

orter paid a brief visit to the museum, which 
A located inthe rooms adjoining those occu- 
pied by the officers of the post. This muse- 
um does not contain as many curiosities as 
Barnum once had ou exhibition here, but it 
nevertheless offers to view very many rare 
and curious things which will interest any one 
foracouple hours. The first object that at- 
tracts the visitor upon entering is the Centen- 
nial trophy, which was won by the American 
team in 1876, 1877 and 1878. The names of 
the contestants are written upon a card at its 
base, together with their scores, the first be- 
ing 3,126, the next 3,324, and the last, which 
was a walkover, 3,236. To the left there 
is suspended an old and tattered flag—blue 
field with a white square—upon the corners 
of which are clover leaves. In the center of 
the square is a red figure 2.“ 

“This flag was the headquarter flag of Gen. 
Hancock,“ said Mr. MacCormack, the at- 
tendant, ‘‘and withits present staff, was 
carried at the head of the Second Army Corps 
Army of the Potomac, during the Wilderness 
campaign of 1864, from May 3 until May 13. 
In that time it was borne through the batiles 
of the Wilderness, May 5,6 and 7; the battle 
of the ‘Po,’ May 10, and Spottsylvania, also. 
In its present tattered condition it was borne 
in battle for the last time during the assault 
on the enemy’s works at Spottsvlvania, May 
12. A few days afterward a new flag was 
procured, and this one was then presented by 
Gen. Hancock to Gen. Mitchell, who was with 
Eim mall those battles.’ 

Upon the opposite wall is another flag with 
blue tield, white clover leaf in the ceater, in 
which is a red tigurehead. 

„This,“ said Mr. MacCormack, 'was the 
bhattie-ilag of the Second Army Corps. It was 
in use from May 10, 1864, until November 26, 
Ist4, and saw service at Cold Harbor, in 
front of Petersburg, at Reams’ Station, and 
at Hatcher’s Run. It was presented by Gen. 
Hancock to Col. Isaac B. Parker, one of his 
aids. * 

Near this flag is a guidon of Battery D, of 
the First Artillerv. It is made of a strip of 
red and white silk jomed, upon which are the 
letters“ U. S.“ witha D underneath. It was 
carried in the principal actions of the Army 
of the Potomac in 1863 and 1864, and is the 
property of Capt. Thomas Ward, commander 
of D battery, quartered at the post. 

Directly opposite is the standard of the 163d 
J’ennsyivania Volunteers. Its field is blue, 
bearing the arms of Pennsyhvania. This flag 
was taken by General Wise’s brigade at New 
Market in 1853, but was recovered by Col. 
Loomis L. Langdon atthe fall of Richmond 
in 1845, when it was found in the capital. 

As the writer stood and looked at these si- 
leut witnesses of some of the fiercest battles 
ever fought, they brought back vividly the 
scenes in which they played such a conspicu- 
ous part. The headquarters flag was always a 
welcome sight to soldiers, for it gave assur- 
ance thatthe commander was present; and 
when the Second Corps’ flag was in the field 
there was a feeling of safety among the 
troops, for they had faith in Hancock’s ability 
to lead. 

Asthe writer looked at the stand upon 
which his hand rested he observed a quaint 
old table, with carved, crooked legs. The 
top was square, except that the sides were 
cut in for several inches, forming a neat 
curve, so as to permit four men sitting around 
it to do so with great comfort. It was cover- 
ed with red cloth. Each corner, however, was 
bare, to rest cards upon, for it was evidently 
acard-table. In front of each player there 
was ap oval-shaped hollow, or bowl, for hold- 
ing coins. This table had evidently been used 
for — playing, and the attendant was 
asked whose table it was. 

It was the property of Gen. Washington,” 
he said, and was presented by him to Judge 
Berrian, of Rocky Hill, N. J., where the Gen- 
eral often used it, we are informed, while on 
visite during 1780 to 1783.“ 

Upon this table appeared thename of Wash- 
ington, each letter representing a neat scene 
from the life of the first President. Uponthe 
W appeared the home of Washington at 
Mount Vernon; a likeness of Lafayette, in a 
standing attitude, was on the letter“ A;“ 
*-S?’ represented Washington's headquarters 
at Newburg; ‘‘H’’ the meeting of Washing- 
ton and Lafayette; I,“ Washington at Tren- 
ton; *‘N,’’ his headquarters at Trenton; G, 
the Capitol at Washington; „T,“ the Wash- 
ington Monument, completed as it was at one 
time expected it would be; *O,’’ a battle 
scene, and N,“ the tomb at Mount Vernon. 
All was executed with a pen by Lieut. T. 
Edward Blake, who was killed during the 
Mexican war. 

In a glass case is a copy of the original order 
posted on trees, fences, and other places in 
Georgia, at the close of the war, which reads 
as follows: 

IIKFADQUARTERS, MACON, GA., May 9, 1865, 

In pursuance of an order from the Secretary 
of War, a reward of $25,000is hereby offered 
for the arrest of 

EXTRA BILLY SMITH, 
tebel Governor of Virginia. 

By commana of Maj. Gen. WILSON, 

E. B. BEAUMONT, Maj. and A. A. General. 

There is also an elaborate punch-bow] in 
the Museum which was presented to the ofti- 
cers of the Second Cavalry by the citizens of 
St. Louis. It was captured and taken south. 
Whenthe war ended it was recovered, and 
when Gen. Fitz- Hugh Lee recently visited the 
island be recognized it at once, and smilingly 
said: Les, I have drank of its contents.“ 

Besides these curiosities are many relics 
from Jerusalem and from the battlefields of 
Waterioo, Mexico, and the western plains. 

Two land grants, One bearing the signature 
of Edwin Randolph, 1787, and the other that 
of P'. Henry, 1786, are contained in a glass 
case among otber things. On top of the case 
is a miniature bust of Gen. Grant. Among 
the portraits and pictures which adorn the 
walls is an oil painting of Gen. Hancock, 
executed just after the battle 
of Gettysburg. He appears in full 
Major-Genera)’s uniform, and the portrait 
represents bim with a mustache and chin 
whiskers, which were not 932 to 
bim. There is also a portrait of Gen. W. J. 
Worth, one of Gen. Atkinson, another of

ture of Gen. Scott. Two original paintings,

Mexico, both by one A. Tracy, are hung upon 
the west end of the room. 

Leaving the museum and walking a short 
distance to the south end of the office of the 
ordnance department, the visitor is shown 
Gen. Sheridan’s famous war-horse, Win- 
chester. Sheridan himself subscribes to the 
following: 

“Winchester was of Black Hawk blood, 
and was foaled at or near Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, late in the fall of 1859, according 
tothe best of my information. He was 
brought imto the service by an officer of the 
Second Michigan Cavalry, to which regiment 
I was appointed Colonel on the twenty-fifth 
day of May, 1862. Shortly afterward, and 
while the regiment was stationed at the little 
town of Rienzi, in the State of Mississipp: . 
he was presentedto me by Capt. Campbell, 
iu the name of the officers of the regiment, 
and fromithat date until the close of the war, 
he was ridden by me in nearly every engage- 
ment in which I took part. At the time he 
was given to me be was rising three years 
old, so that he must have beeu in his 
twentieth year when he died, on October 2, 
1878. He was an animal of great intelligence, 
and of immense strength and endurance. He 
always held his head high, and by the quick- 
ness of his movements gave many persons the 
idea that he was exceedingly impetuous. This 
was not so, forI could at any time control 
him by a firm hand and a few words, and he 
was as cool and quiet under fire as one ef my 
old soldiers. I doubt if his superior as a 
horse for ficld service was ever ridden by any 
one.“ 

The horse is fifteen anda halfhands high. 
The coat is quite dark, but now somewhat 
faded, with white fetlocks. He was wounded 
twice, once onthe left side of the neck by a 
bullet, and again by a fragment of shell near 
the left flank, which he received at Mission 
Ridge. The bullet wound was received at 
Opequan Creek. Gen. Sheridan was at the 
island recently, and took a look at his old 
charger. One could see that there was much 
affection there. He patted the animal on the 
neck, as he frequently did when the horse was 
alive, and looked up at his blank and expres- 
sionless eyes and said: ‘*Poor old fellow. I 
could always depend upon you in a pinch.”’

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Not Fit For Soldiers. 
From the London Telegraph. 

A serious falling off in the physical quality 
of the youtbs this year drawn for military 
service in the manufacturing towns of Ger- 
many is at present the subject of grave con- 
sideration at the Imperial War Office. The 
commissions at work in several such towns 
for the examination and drafting of the an- 
nual levies have, it appears, reported the re- 
sults of their recently terminated labors as 
being of an unusually unsatisfactory charac- 
ter. At Barmen, for instance, 706 young men 
who, upon the completion of their twentieth 
year, presented themselves at the local head- 
quarters in order that their fitmess for service 
might be submitted to the customary tests, 
only yielded 115 recruits for the line and for 
theGuard. Of the remainder, 455 were dis- 
missed to theirhomes as permanently dis- 
qualified from serving their country in arms, 
and 127 were relegated to the reserves of the 
firstand second class. The main causes of 
rejection were constitutional debility and 
physical deformities. A large number of 
these pallid, feeble lads, moreover, was found 
to consist of married men, not infrequently 
fathers of one or two children born in wed- 
lock. This fact has suggested to the mili- 
tary authorities the expediency of recom- 
mending to the Reichstag, next session, a law 
prohibiting marriage to youths liable to army 
service until they shall have completed such 
service or attained the full age of 23. The 
proposition, as it entails little or no hardship 
upon the rising generation, may very likely 
commend itself to the practical common sense 
of the Imperial German Legislature. 


Modest Richard Wagner.

Richard Wagner is reported to have writ- 
ten, in a letter to a Bostonian, that if a mil- 
hon of dollars shall be subscribed in this 
country and paid to himincash and securi- 
ties he will agree to come to America to stay, 
and that he will produce all his operas here 
and devote his future life and labor to the Re- 
public. This is surely very kind and consid- 
erate in Wagner, and we can not, we sup- 
pose, too highly appreciate his condescension. 
He has been hitherto regarded asa good deal 
of an idealist; but, judging by his letter, he 
would seem to be supremely practical—a 
species of musical showman of magnificent 
contidence and impudence equally mingled. 
The composer is now 67—he is so obviously 
on a business basis that this is the proper 
way to meet his proposal—and cannot, in the 
ordinary course of nature, live and retain his 
power beyond the age of 75. That would 
leave him jnst eight years to enlighten this 
barbarous Jand with his marvelous genius; 
so that we would have to give him $125,000 
annually for his precious presence. It is to 
be feared that we cannot afford it, though 
there can be no doubt that Wagner thinks he 
bas offered bimself extremely cheap. No 
man has, or possibly can have, such an idea 
of Wagner as Wagner has of himself. He is, 
as respects vanity, a colossal coxeomb of 
composers. The proposal sounds strangely, 
and might be discredited were it not very like 
Wagner in spirit and assumption. He has 
the reputation, wherever known, of being the 
prince of egotists. The egotism of ordinary 
men is shrinking modesty compared, or rather 
contrasted, with Wagner’s.

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The Stage Driver Considered in Every 
Aspect. )

It is worth a day’s journey to get acquaint- 
ed with the average Western stage-driver, 
to listen to his stories and — his — — 
He is only a passenger, is a slang expres - 
sion which I sometimes hear used in the East 
to describe a person who thinks he manages 
some important enterprise which is really 
controlled by other and more important men; 
but I never appreciated how forcible it was 
until I took my seat on the box by tne side of 
a Western stage-driver. The conductor of a 
railway train is the man who comes along 
through the car at intervals and punches & 
peculiarly shaped hole in your ticket, or 
tears off a coupon as you approach the end of 
a division. He waves his hand or swings his 
lantern for the train to start, but the fact 
that he is the man into whose hands we com- 
mit our lives, the autocrat of the train, never 
occurs to me unless some accident happens 
through his negligence. 

The stage-driver isthe conductor, engineer 
fireman and brakeman; he isthe captain o 
the ship, its en, mere of officersand the 
crew, and when he gathers up his lines, un- 
winds his whip-lash from its stock and“ pulls 
out.’’ he is the **boss’’ until he reaches the 
end of his route. His coach is not run by 
telegraph; he does not wait at stations for 
orders to go abead; he goes fast or slow 
as he pleases. And the stage-driver gener - 
ally knows his own importance and makes 
his passengers feel it. If you get on the right 
side of him be will crowd the journey full of 
interest and pleasure, but if he conceives a 
dislike or contempt for you, the sooner you 
get a seat inside the coach the better it will be 
for you. 4 

A majority of the Western stage drivers are 
middle-aged men (less than fifty), but they 
have lived a hundred years if time was only 
measured by the experience they have had. 
It is rare to meet one nowadays who did not 
drive on the old overland route, and many of 
them served their apprenticeships in the 
States east of the Missouri River before that 
route was established. To hear a man whose 
hair has not begun to turn gray tell of his ad- 
ventures on the plains and in the mountains 
before there was a Pacific Railroad is to me 
almost like listening to a soldier of the Revo- 
lution desoribing the battie of Bunker Hill. 
One period seems little more remote than the 
other to one who never saw this countrv until 
he could come here by rail, and to our chil- 
dren they will be equally remote periods of 
the romantic past. 

Ithink I would know a Western stage- 
driver wherever I might see him on the box. 
Though not uniformed, there are certain 
peculiarities in the way they wear their clothes 
that, though difficult to describe, are unmis- 
takable. Butthereis more in the manner 
than in the dress. They situpon the box as 
though they were part of it, they hold the 
reins in a certain way, and the butt end of the 
long whip, when notin use, lies loosely be- 
tween the thumb and forefinger of the right 
hand, while the top restsacross the lines. If 
I saw aman who was driving in this way take 
allthe reins and the whip in his left hand 
when be came toa level piece of road or a 
slight ascent, draw the end of his whip-lash 
tenderly through his right hand, and then, 
by a continuation of the same motion, raise 
his hand very slowly as he let the 2 — 
drop. and ting his hat by the rim behind 
push it forward over his eyes, I should be dis- 
appointedif, when I asked him if he did not 
drive for Wells, Fargo & Co. or Ben Holliday 
in olden times, he did not reply: Lou bet,“ 
or“ 'I should remark.” 

These fellows are generally rough and pro- 
fane, but they are men of undoubted nerve, 
brave as alion and full of resources when in 
danger or difficulty. Toward ladies they are, 
almost without exception, I believe, polite 
and gallant. To their friends they are as true 
as stee!, and there is a sense of honor preva- 
lent among them that makes them remaka- 
bly trustworthy. I treat every man white 
who treats me white, and don’t vou forget 
it, Said“ Frank, the driver with whom I 
rode to Silver Cliff the other day, in speaking 
of his relations with his employers. ‘‘*They 
always done what's right by me and I can’t 
kick,“ he added. And this was said ina 
way which showed that he meant it.

Victor Hugo at 
last,not knowing how to recompense the man, 
invited him to dinner. M. Claretie, who re- 
lated the anecdote recently inone of his 
„Chroniques,“ in Le Temps, tells us that the 
coachman took his seat with perfect ease at 
the dinner table and behaved asif he had 
been always in the habit of dining there. He 
listened, took his share in the conversation, 
and said hissay modestly. In introducing 
him to his guests Victor Hugo said: I have 
the honor to present to you Monsieur Charles 
More, who drove me to the Gaite Theater on 
the day of the Voltaire centenary and refused 
to take anything from me.“ At dessert the 
coachman thanked Victor Hugo and madea 
little speech which was not the least interest- 
ing event of the évening.

A SWELL WEDDING. 


An English Nobleman and a New York 
Belle. 
Newport (R. I.) Cor. N. I. World. 


The marriage of Mr. George Cavendish- 
Bentinck, cousin of the Duke of Portland, to 
Miss. Bessie Livingston, daughter of Mr. 
Maturin Livingston, of New York; which 
will occur at All Saints’ Chapel on August 12, 
is attracting much attention in fashionable 
circles here. The prospective bridegroom be- 
longs to one of the most ancient and honora- 
ble families of the British Empire. The Ben- 
tineks are of Dutch origin and had long been 
a noble family in the Duchy of Gueldres be- 
fore going to England. In 1233 Wickerns Ben- 
tinck acted as witness for Willibald, Bishop 
of Utrecht, at the surrender of Zwolle. Groot 
de Bentinck signed in 1638 the contract of 
marriage between the Duke of Guel- 
dres and the daughter of the Prince 
of Bavaria. The Emperor conferred up- 
on him the title of Count of Holland, 
and he was admitted among the knights 
of Gueldres. The descendants of Groot de 
Bentinck reigned successively over lordships 
in Over-Yssel and in Gueldres. William 
Bentinck, son of Henry Bentinck, Herr Von 
Dipenham in Over-Ysse], accompanied the 
Prince of Orange, after William III., to Eng- 
land, where he was created Earl of Portland 
and Viscoumt Woodstock and Baron Bentinck, 
of Cirencester. Henry, the second Eari, was 
created in 1716 Marquis of Titchfield and 
Duke of Portland, and died in Jamaica, of 
which island he was Governor-General. Lerd 
William Bentinck, second son of the first 
Duke, returned to Holland and resumed the 
dignities and estates of the family. By his 
marriage with the only daughter and heiress 
of the Count of Aldenburg he acquired the es- 
tates, name and tities of this ancient noble 
family. His descendants live still in Holland. 
William, the second Duke, K. G., married 
Lady Margaret Cavendish Harley, daughter 
of the Earl of Oxford, and granddauchter of 
William, Duke of Newcastle, who was a di- 
rect descendant of the celebrated Bess of 
Hardwicke, and one of the co-heirs of the 
ancient barony of Ogle. By this marriage the 
vast estates of Welbeck Abbey, Notts; Bothal 
Castle, Northumberland; Bolsover Castle. 
Derby, and the London property passed into 
the family, which then assumed by royal li- 
censethe name of Cavendish in addition to 
that of Bentinck. Mr. George Cavendish- 
Bentinck, who is about to marry Miss Liv- 
ingston, is a son of the Right Hon. George 
Augustus Frederick Cavendish-Bentinck, 
who was the only son of Maj.-Gen. Lord 
Frederick Cavendish-Bentinck, C. B., a sol- 
dier distinguished throughout the Peuinsular 
war. Lord Frederick’s father, who was the 
third Duke and a K. G., twice occupied the 
position of Prime Mimister. Lord Frederick 
married Lady Mary Lowther, daughter of 
William, Earl of Lonsdale, K. G. For the 
Right Hon. George Frederick Augustus, King 
George IV. stood sponsor in person. This 
gentleman married Prudence Penelope, 
daughter of the late Col. Charles Powell Les- 
lie, of Glasgow, Monaghan, and had two sons 
and two daughters. The eldest son is the 
prospective bridegroom and one of the daugh- 
ters is the wife of Sir Tatton Sykes, Bart. 
Mr. George Cavendish Bentinck was educated 
at Harrow and Cambridge and is an M. A. of 
that university. Ile is a Captain in the Dor- 
setshire Militia and a magistrate of that coun- 
ty. His mother is a sister of the Marchioness 
of Waterford. Mr. Bentinck’s father has 
been quite prominent in politics. He is ene 
of the Privy Council and was secretary of the 
Board of Trade under Lord Derby’s adminis- 
tration and Judge Advocate General whi'e 
Lord Beaconsfield wasin power. He is also 
a trustee of the British Museum,the Portland

The wonder- 
ful Etruscan vase, called the Portland vase, 
which the museum possesses was given by 
Lady Margaret Harley. The family of Liv- 
ingstons inte which Mr. Bentinck is to marry 
is one of the oldest of American colonial fam - 
ilies.

Amasa Kilborn’s Fast.

In the unwritten annals of Salem is the tra- 
dition of a curfous fast byaneccentric indi- 
vidual, Amasa Kilborn, Kilborn’s fast, which 
was begun during or shortly after the warof 
the Revolution, ended only with his death.

He attended tothe affairs of his 
daily life carefully and in conversation never 
spoke of his voluntary fast or his resolution 
to die. People who heard of the case came from 
a distance to look at the man who was’ starving 
himself to death.’’ Day by day he grew leaner 
and more haggard, and for a man who chew- 
ed navy plug tobacco and swore horribly, he 
grew to be quite spirituel. He was at last

The Livadia is built on the same genera! 
plan as Admiral Popoff’s circular ironclads, 
the launching of the first of which, the Pop. 
offka, was even a greater event in Russian 
paval circles than the launch on the Clyde, 
The Livadia, however, is not like the Popoll. 
ka—as long as she is broad—although she is 
quite near being so. Her length is 235 feet 
and her breadth 153 feet, so that the propor- 
tions are almost as two to three. Herdraught 
of water is only six feet six inches, so that 
she can enter almost any river wide enough 
to admit her. This small draught is portage 
her greatest peculiarity from a more scientific | 
point of view. It was adopted in consequence 
of actual experiments in the Black Sea, Which 
had shown that at a certain rate of speed a 
small draught vessel requires only half as 


much power to keep her going as one drawing 


twice as much. 

According to Captain Gouleff, one of the 
Russian naval officers who bave superintend- 
ed the construction of the Livadia, the exact 
data of the influence of draught on the reduc- 
tion of resistance were first collected by the 
late Mr. W. Froude, who made some exper: 
iments with vessels of Admiral Popoff’s de- 
sign at the latter’s request. The explanation 
is, that with the diminution of draught there 
is less ploughing of the water, and conse- 
quently a diminution of the wave-making, 
which has been proven to be oneof the 
causes of the greater portion of the resist- 
ance. Hitherto a long, sharp model has been 
regarded as the only one compatible with 4 
high rate of speed, but here it is expected 
tbat less immersion in the water will enable 
an almost round vessel to go equally fast.

ours each day hunting among the mountains 
for elk and bear and deer; perchance go 
through an Indian ficht—and ali that sort of 
thing which is supposed to make up the life of 
a miner; what joyous seernes of excitement 
the word miner calls up! Alas, whenstern re- 
ality presents itself to the deluded mortal, 
hat tumbling down of air castles is there. 
my countrymen, when the young man tinds 
Whatin all the brief years of his existence he 

is never found out, that it isf/jwork—and the 
hardest kind of work at that—which makes 
the money that mukes the mare go. 

The quick, active workers are those who 
make a success of it here. The first case ofa 
failure by one of those so gifted yet remains 
to be recorded. Hunt these mountains high 
and low and vou can’t find a worker who has 
fuiled in Leadville. 

This is the class of people who, though 
they may not have more than what they have 
earned by hard labor when the week is past, 
‘ee millions within their grasp and who 
ive you their solemn pledge that they will 
‘trike it three weeks hence. They are never 
Giscouraged, and take things just as they 
come, whether ill or good. 

Leadville is composed exclusively of a 
Working class of people, in the practical 
tense of the word. These mines about us are 
filled with clerks, professors, luwyers and 
doctors. Don't fora moment imagine that 
they are there as ornaments, receiving large 
kalaries and doing nothing. No, indeed. In 
their rough miners? garb you would take 
them never for what they are. They are 
workers, even though their early years were 
N in colleges, banks and offices.

velopment at all during the last decade, 
but only stagnation and decay. But the 
march of ideas and truth, though slow, is sure. 
For ten long years we heard the Republi- 
can assertions that Missouri, simply be- 
cause of its Bourbon Democratic rule, had 
stood still, while all her Republican neigh- 
bor States were making wonderful strides 
forward. We heard that this was a ‘“‘rob- 
ber State; that there was no security for 
property or life; no observance of the 
laws; no honesty in public affairs; no in- 
ducement to new-comers—and as a conse- 
quence not only no immigration, but actu- 
ally a depopulation in many sections. 

And now come the silent, stubborn, yet 
eloquent figures taken by Republican of- 
fice-holders—comes the sworn report of 
Republican partisans showing that Mis- 
souri (outside of St. Louis) has actually 
had a larger increase of population, a great- 
er development of the agricultural produc- 
tions and industrial resources than any 
State east of her. 

Seventy-five counties of this State alone 
from which the reports have been re- 
ceived so far show an actual 
growth from 926,269 people in 1870 to 
1,241,718 in 1880. 

There are forty counties yet to hear from 
besides the city of St. Louis. Assuming 
that the census for the city be correct— 
which it manifestly is not by at least 
50,000—the state will have a population of 
Over 2,200,000—an increase of half a 
million since 1870, or over thirty per cent. 

Outside of Chicago and Cook county 
the increase in Illinois, in the 
fifty-eight counties so far reported, 
is only about tieelre per cent—1, 816, 246 
in 1870, as against 1,981,379 in 1880. 

We ask candid and fair-minded Republi- 
cans what they now think about the thou- 
sand and one Republican lies and slanders 
about the ‘‘barbarous’’ state and decay of 
Missouri? Considering that this cannot by 
any means be as attractive a State 
to new comers, and especially to foreign 
immigrants, as Kansas or Minnesota, where 
the land is nearly all prairie and much 
cheaper—that thereis very little cheap 
prairie land in this State—that immigrants 
have a great partiality and preference for 
land that they do not have to clear—that 
Missouri is comparatively an old and well- 
settled State, having been admitted into 
the Union asearly as 1821, nearly sixty 
years ago—we consider the showing of 
the census as a remarkably favorable 
one. 

The probabilities are that Missouri will 
retain ber place as the fifth State in the 
Union in point of population. And a State 
west of the Mississippi to be the fifth out 
of thirty-eight States may well be proud. 
And if the Republican partisan press will 
now stop its slanders and do half as much 
to attract immigration to this State as it 
did to repel it, Missouri could become the 
fourth or even the third State in the Union 
when the next census is taken.

cock's distinguishing trait, and which has | 
ever been dear to the heart of the true 
American patriot. At the time of the writ- 
ing of the letter Hancock believed that the 
House and Senate would be called on to 
elect a President and Vice-President. He 
thought that the House would elect Tilden 
to the Presideney while the Senate would 
choose Wheeler Vice-President. Refer- 
ring to the report that he was to be assign- 
ed to the Pacific Department the General 


said: 

I was not exactly prepared to go to the 
Pacific, however, and I, therefore, felt reliev- 
ed when I received your note informing me 
that there was no truth inthe rumors. Then 
I did aot wish to appear to be escaping from 
responsibilities and possible dangers which 
may cluster around military commanders in 
the East, especially in the critical period fast 
approaching. All's well that ends well. The 
whole matter of the Presidency seems to me 
to be simple, and to admit of a simple solu- 
tion. The machinery for such a contingency 
as threatens to present itself nas been all 
carefully prepared. It only requires lubrica- 
tion owing to disuse. The army should 
have nothing to do withthe election or in- 
auguration of Presidents. The people elect 
the President; the Congress declares, ina 
joint session, who heis. We of the army have 
only to obey his mandates, and are protected 
in so doing only so far as they may be lawful. 
Our commissions express that. I like Jeffer- 
son’s way of inauguration; it suits our sys- 
tem. He rode alone on horseback to the 
Capitol, I fear it was the old Capitol,“ tied 
his horse to a rail fence, entered, and was 
duly sworn, then rode to the Executive Man- 
sion and took possession. He inaugurated 
himself simply by taking the oath of office. 
There is no other legal inauguration in our 
system. The people or politicians may in- 


stitute parades in honor of the event, and pub- 


lic officials may add to the pageant by assem- 
bling troops and banners, but all that only 
comes properly after the inauguration, not 
before, and it is not apart of it. Our system 
does not provide that one President should 
inaugurate another. There might be danger 
in that, and it was studiously left eut of the 
charter. 

This is the sort of plain, old-fashioned 
talk that the people admire. If there are 
any other revolutionary and treasonable 
documents of this kind extant in the hand- 
writing of Gen. Hancock they should be at 
once flung to the breeze. We want to see 


him ‘‘killed off’’ in this way.

BULL-FIGHTING. 

Far back in the musty ages, when the 
Spanish people were a more bloodthirsty, 
murderous race than now, and had not 
grown too lazy and too powerless to rob 
their neighbors, we are told by legend that 
the bull-fight in Madrid was a grand 
and moving spectacle. Thousands of peo- 
ple, men, women and children, crowded to 
the amphitheater, crazy with expectancy, 
eating oranges and drinking wine from 
leather flasks, anxious to see a frenzied 
bull worried to death or a man disembowl- 
ed. The hoi polloi rolled to the scene sing- 
ing from the roofs of dusty omnibusses. The 
rich came in the calesera, drawn by six 
mules covered with ribbons and jingling 
bells, driven by a big Andalusian with 
whiskers like a pirate and violet handker- 
chief knotted about his head. The King 
would be there and the vast crowd, drunk 
with excitement and sour wine, would 
cheer the Chulillas in their gorgeous cos- 
tumes, fringed with lace and gold, ap- 
plaud the matador as he thrust his sword 
to the heart of an exhausted bull, or hiss 
the poor picador who, mounted on a 
spavined horse, chanced to make 
poor use of his lance as the red-eyed, 
wounded, frenzied bull bore down upon 
him. The semblance of bull-fighting is 
still maintained in Spain. The Espada, or 
chief of the torreros, is still a privileged 
character with high salary, who dresses 
like a dandy, and is beloved by the ladies, 
but one no longer sees in the arena at 
Madrid the fiery, bellowing bull, who rips 
up a horse or two and disables a half dozen 
men before the menial cachetero brutally 
gives him his cowp de grace. In fact, bull- 
fighting, always a vastly overrated di- 
version, has degenerated into a stupid 
farce, scarcely comparable with the killing 
of buffalo calves on our Western prairies. 

Depending on the romance which sur- 
rounds the ancient bull-fight, Senor Fer- 
nandez, an enterprising Spaniard, has been 
treating New York to a sham entertain- 
ment, gotten up to meet the requirements 
of our refined civilizatien.

The 
torreros were there in all their gaudy 
finery, capes and red cloaks, but there 
lethal weapons and no 
infuriated bulls. At first a small 
and amiable pennyroyal steer was 
letinto thearena. He trotted inquisitively 
up to one of the resplendent Castilian 
gentlemen, as though desirous of an ami- 
cable introduction, but the nimble fellow 
hopped behind a fence and labored dili- 
gently toconvince the crowd that he had 
made a narrow escape. Another steer, a 
little more game, was turned loose. The 
imported fighters worried him with their 
capes and one of them placed his bandrillo 
for am instant on his forehead, narrowly 
avoiding a thrust of the horns, which had 
been carefully sawed off and tipped with 
rubber cushions so that a boy might have 
ridden to millon them without inconven- 
ience. The agile Spaniards danced about 
the animal, threw little pin rosettes at him, 
poked him with sticks and hopped over 
fences whenever he showed a disposition 
to go to the bat for an inning, so to speak.

ST. ALPHONSUS DE LIGUORL 


Celebration of the Feast at the Church 
ot That Name in This City To-Day. 


To-day is the feast of St. Alphonsus Marie 
de Liguori, founder of the congregation of the 
Most Holy Redeemer, the members of which 
are known as Redemptorists. Alphonso 
Liguor was born in 1696, at Marianella, near 
Naples. He was educated for the law, but 


was unsuccessful in practice, and on Decem- 
ber 23, 1725, at the age of twenty-seven years 
he received the last of the minor orders of the 
ehurch. He associated himself with several 
charitable foundations and in 1732 he organ- 
ized the Congregation of the Missionaries of 
the Holy Redeemer, which, though much op- 
posed at first, soon spread through 
the States of the Church. In 1762 he 
was raised to the episcopacy by Clement 
XIII., from which he resigned in 1775, when 
he went back to his congregation to spend his 
time in prayers aud writing. He was declar- 
ed venerable by Pius VI. in 1798, beatified 
by Pius VII., canonized by Pius VIII. in 1830 
and proclaimed Doctor of the Church by Pius 
IX. Two things are especially remarked in 
is life, viz: His indulgence in the confes- 
sional, though he himself practiced the great- 
est austerities, and the simplicity of his ser- 
mons. His body now reposes in the shrine 
of the Redemptorist Church of St. Michael 
delgi Pagani at Nocera, and the order he 
founded is prospering throughout the world. 
The feast was celebrated to-day in St. Louis 
with all due pomp. At St. Alphonsus’, the 
Rock Church, Grand and Page avenues, sev- 
eral low masses were celebrated early this 
morning and a solemn high mass. The 
church, and especially the main altar, was 
beautifully decorated with flowers.

Waiting for One of Their Number to be Ar- 
rested to Make a Test Case. 


The hackmen and the transfermen have not 
settled their differenees yet. The two fac- 
tions have been quietly but persistently wag- 
ing war upon each other for years. On July 
| 11, 1877, the Hackmen’s Union was officially 
notified that the Union Depot Company 
intended to close up Eleventh street near the 
depot at the first opportunity. Immadiately 
twenty wagons and other vehicles were driven 


on to Eleventh street and for three days and 


nights remained in one position, their drivers 
sleeping in them. Then a committee ap- 
pointed by the Union, waited on the City 
Counselor, who, at their solicitation, inform- 
ed them that Eieventh street had been set 
aside by the Municipal Assembly for their use, 
and that all attempt to blockade it would be 
contrary to law and should be resisted by the 
police. Thereupon they removed their 
wagons and ceased watching. About 12 
o' clock in the night of the next Saturday the 


Union Depot Company set a force of twenty- 
five men to work and, working all Sunday 
and Sunday night, had the freight building 
just north of the Union Depot 
erected. They had thus disarmed 
their opponents, who could not have obtained 
an injunction against their procedure during 
the time they were building, for then the 
courts were not in session. 

Ever since then the hackmen have been on 
the alert, and seldom indeed have they been 
caught napping. Several times some of their 
members have engaged the transfer men ac- 
cordin to the rules of the Lon- 
don . R., as promulgated by 
the Marquis of Queensberry, but most fre- 
quently they were justified in so acting. The 
culmination of this petty warfare was the 
posting of the notice by Assistant Superin- 
tendentJ. B. Van Dyne authorizing and 
commanding patrolmen to keep outside the 
Union Depot Buildings all hackmen and scal-

It shail be unlawful! for any person to 
peddle merchandise or pursue any business 
avocation in any depot or upon the platform 
of any station of any railroad company in 
this city without tne written permission of 
the superintendent of such company.” 

The police, however, refused to render him 
any assistance, but did not tell him that the 
ordinance was a § dead-letter, and, 
still in blissful ignorance of that fact, he con- 
tinued toissue permission to peddlers and 
others and to try to run away all persons in a 
— business who had not obtained per- 
mits. 

CLAIMS OF THE HACKMEN,. 

In replyto Mr. Van Dyne’s claim that he is 
authorized to prevent hackmen, peddlers and 
others the following ordinance is quoted: 

„Section 1. It shall be unlawful! for any per- 
son in the depot or upon the depot platform 
of any railroad passenger depot in the city of 
St. Louis to solicit or cry out for passengers 
or baggage for any hotel, railroad, steamboat 
or other place, or for the carriage of such 
persons or baggage in any wagon, hack or 
other vehicle. 

„Section 2. Hackney-carriages, baggage- 
wagons, omnibuses, hotel coaches and all 
other vehicles used in the transportation of 
passengers or baggage are hereby 
authorized and empowered to be 
located and stationed for business purposes 
upon the following streets, viz.: On the south 
sideof Poplar street from Tenth street to 
Twelfth street; on the east and west sides of 
Eleventh street from Spruce street to the 
north line of Poplar street and on Main street 
from Plum street to Cedar street. 

„Sec. 3. Any person violating the provi- 
sions of this article shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction thereof shall be fined 
not less than ten nor more than fifty dollars. 

Sec. 4. All railroad companies having 
depots within the city of St. Louis shall have 
printed copies of this article posted in three 
— places in and about their de- 
pots. 

Section 2 gives hackmen the privilege of 
sianding and doing business on Eleventh 
street, which the Union Depot Company 
closed up in 1876, and on Poplar street, just 
outside the depot, which is now used for that 
purpose. Sie 

Section 1 makes the soliciting or crying out 
for passengers or baggage in the depot or up- 
on the depot platform unlawful,whether done 
by the transfer men or others, and Section 3 
declares that any one who violates the forego- 
ing is guilty of amisdemeanor. Thus, the 
hackmen have the same right to occupy the 
— as the others, for neither class has the 
right to do business init. The hackmen claim 
—and according to several lawyers and 
others whom a reporter has interviewed 
justly—that they should not be molested 
so long as the transfer men are unmolested. 
They assert that they are obeying the law, 
and are supported by the police. A reporter 
went all through the Union epot, 
searching for the three printed ordinances 
which the law requires to be posted at the 
depot, but he failed to find even one. 

HACKMEN AND RUNNERS, 
Some confusion having arisen as to the dis- 


porter hunted up an ordinance now in force, 
and which draws the line sharply. It is in re- 
lation to the paying of taxes for license by 
certain persons. One section reads thus: 

„Any person who shall solicit the removal 
or transportation of any passengers or per- 
sons to or from any steamboat, railroad, 
wharfboat or wharf, er shall perform such 
removal or transportation or shall act or pro- 
fess or assume to act for or solicit or obtain 
any passengers or any steamboat, 
steamboat company, water transportation 
company, or attempt to do so, is a steamboat 
agent or runner. Provided, that nothing 
hereincontained shail apply to steamboat 
freight agents, nor to the 
owner nor owners of licensed vehicles in the 
legitimate and quiet discharge of their duties. 
Any person who shall solicit travelers or 
other persons to repair to any hotel is a hotel 
runner.“ 

ATEST CASE WANTED 

The hackmen have able legal counsel and 
heretofore have never en any active 
measures to ameliorate their condition with- 


out first obtaining legal advice. 
They are ready and anxious for 
the Union Depot people to have 
one of their number arrested for 


trespass, as has been threatened, in order 
that a test case may be made. The police 
authorities are or seem to be supporting the 
hackmen. Sergt. Chapman this morning 
informed a reporter that the depot or trans- 
fer men were as much to blame as the hack- 
men, and maybe mere. Capt. Lee, in whose 
district the depot lies, said the matter would 
be adjusted in a few days.
